Classes of Apartment House Type 
Sure index to Metropolitan Char- 


No sufer index to the truly metro- 
"politan: character of the development 
and growth of Los Angeles could be 
cited than the great number of apart- 
ment-houses and apartment hotels 
which are springing up in all sections 
of the city from week to week. These 
structures range in jmportatice from 
the ordinary three an@ four-room fam- 
ily flats to buildings’ containing hun- 
dreds of rooms and of the most pre- 
tentious architecture. Out of a great 
number of the newer classes of apart- 
ments which are either in course of 
construction’ or planned for the imme- 
diate future the three types reproduced 
on this page were selected almost at 
random. These are typical, both in 
style of architecture and in cost, of 
the properties of this class which are 
being erected at the present time. 

The Fiesta Building Company has 
taken through the agency of R. A. | 
Rowan & Co. a ten rs’ lease on an 
attractive apartment property to be 
erected by Victor Ponet on the north- 
east corner of Hope and Pico streets.

The man of wealth, having ten, twen- 
ty, or one hundred thousand dollars to 
invest, can take care of himself. But 
the man of limited means, or scarcely 
any capital, may be just as desirable 
an addition to a community as the 
capitalist, but he cannot afford to 
spend time and money to investigate. 
It is for such that an attempt is madv 
to answer the question: How can I 
make a living in Tulare?

At the end of five years 
the seedlings, it is said, wil] be «bout 
six inches in diameter and twenty-four 
or thirty feet high, and will make at 
least three fence posts or railroad 
ties. A low estimate of the value is 
60 cents a tree, or 360 an acre for 
half the trees.

The building is 
sili in the scaffolding, but the walls have been finished, 
and it is about ready for roofing. It will probably be 
completed during the year. The commander-in-chief of 
the army of Korea is lower in rank than the resident- 
general, and | am wondering what will be the home of 
the latter when it is constructed. It may be that it is 
to add to the impression that prevails here as to the 
mighty power of the Japanese army, and be a living evi- 
dence of its unlimited riches and strength. 


Mikado’s Military Fist. 


‘The hand of the Emperor of Seton in his ruling of 
Korea is for the present, nominally at least, gloved with 
velvet. Inside the glove, however, there is a fist of 
fron, and the man who represents this is Gen. Hase- 
gawa, one of the most famous soldiers in His Majesty's 
army. He is commander-in-chief of the garrison in Ko- 
fea, and as such has entire control of military affairs on 
the peninsula. He believes in ruling the people with a 
strong hand, and if he had his will he would, I am told, 
institute a military directorship and stop what many 
call the humanitarian foolishness now carried on by 
Uncle Sam and the Emperor of Japan in trying to train 
ap weak and corrupt nations to the ability of gov ‘erning 
themselves. Gen. Hasegawa would not acknowledge 
this to the public. He is here as the assistant of Prince 
ito, and as such must do as Prince Ito says. There is 
no doubt, however, but that he believes in a strong hand 
being used in Korea, and that he is able to wield it if 
the same should be ordered. 


The main object of my visit'to Yong-san today was to 
meet the general and have a talk with him. My audi- 
eace took place in his headquarters, and we drank tea 
and smoked cigarettes as we chatted together om 
the medium of Mr. Kouroda. 


Gen. Hasegawa is now 59 years of age. He began his 
Me in the army at 22, as a major, and rose to be a colo- 
Bel six years later. He was a major-general in 1886, 
and he commanded a brigade in the Japan-China war. 
At that time he was noted as a hero of Port Arthur, 
and in the war with Russia he again won his spurs as 
the commander of the imperial guardsmen under Gen 
Kuroki, leading them to victory at the Yalu and the bat- 
feof Liaoyang. He was made a general in 1904, and after 
that battle was appointed head of the army in Korea. 
He is now practically at the top of the Japanese mili- 
lary régime, and should there be a war with any for- 
eign power, the probability is that he would be in com- 
mand. 


Gen. Hasegawa looks like a soldier. Indeed, he re- 


' @inds me much of our Gen. Lawton, who was killed in 


the Philippines. He has the same slender figure, the 
Same erect bearing and an eye which is equally piere- 
ing. He has a jaw of iron, high cheek bones and a 
high, broad, but rather receding, forehead. His eyes 
are almost straight, and his nose is larger than that of 
the ordinary Japanese. His face is full of red blood, but 
i is bronzed from his life in the field. He wore today 
his military uniform, which is the color of khaki, and 
on the breast of his coat I noticed eight silk loops, upon 
which he hangs his principal decorations of honor when 
be appears before  }the Emperor and upon state occa- 
sions. 

Gen. Gen. Hasegawa Talks. 


_ During our conversation, which lasted for half 
an hour, I asked the general to tell me something of the 
military situation in Korea. He replied that the situa- 
tion was steadily improving and that the rebels who are 
ors on patriotic grounds had practically meres. 

id he: 

“The actual conditions of Korea.as to law and prder 
have never been known to the world, and they have 
hot been appreciated even by the government at Seoul. 
For generations bands of brigands have infested the 
Mountains. and have come out now and then to prey 


o the people of the lowlands. They have held up the. 


farmers and blackmailed the villages. If they were in- 
formed upon the informers were sure to meet with death 
oner or later, and the village might be burned as a 
Matter of vengeance. These bands are generally with- 
ut organization, but there is one chief who has many 
followers. His home is in the mountain fastnesses’ be- 
tween here and Gensan. We know who he is and hope 
Weatch him. At present, our soldiers are after these 
fObber bands. They are so scattered that it will take 
S long time to wipe them out, and we believe that there 
ae thousands of them.

“What will Japan do as to the soldiers of Korea?

The Koreans nim- 
ber about 15,000,000, and if they will fight they will 
make quite an addition to your alrpady large army.” 
The general laughed as he replied: 


“T should not encourage such a plah, and it is not in 
accordance with our scheme for bringing about the in- 
dependence of Korea under Japanese protection. The 
Korean soldiers might do well enough in the rear, and 
we could use them for the heavy woftk of our military 
operations, as transports and laborers. We would not 
dare put them at the front.” 


“How about the charges that yout soldiers are op- 
pressing the people and killing them ‘without cause?” 

“There is no truth in such. statements,” said Gen. 
Hasegawa. ‘We have to be severe if our treatment of 
the rebels in order to maintain peace'and keep the un- 
ruly element in check, War is a serious matter, and 
such conditions have to be handled in a serious way. 
Otherwise, we could do nothing with | the country. We 
wipe out the insurgents when they are found, and it 
may be that when we are misinformed as to who are 
insurgents, some innocent men may be killed. At ores- 
ent, we are using many Koreans in ouf police force, and 
the pro-Japanese Koreans are aiding us to put down the 
rebellion.” 

“Is it true that a band of your soldi¢rs recently killed 
twenty such Koreans, supposing them insurgents?” 

“I know the case to which you refer?’ said Gen. Hase- 
gawa. “We are not yet sure whether those people were 
insurgents or not. The killing occurred in a part of the 
country there were bands of rebels, ane of which con- 
‘tained about thirty-five. Our troops were on the track 
of that band, and had been informed/that it was in a 
certain inn. The officer in command! caught one man 
coming out and he had papers on him showing that he 
was an insurgent. He then ordered {those within the 
building to come out or he would shoot. They did not 


reply, and he commanded his soldiers to fire. Upon go- 
ing in later, twenty were found dead. | We still believe 
that they were largely insurgents.| They certainly 


should have answered when the ordered them 


out.’ 
“Is not Korea a difficult land to police?” 


“Yes, exceedingly so. The country/is covered with 
mountains There are po roads w hatspever over which | 
troops can be marched. The only rout es from one place 
to another are bridle paths, which becbme streams and 


rivers whenever it rains. There aire practically no | 
bridges and the country is so poor that it is difficult to 
provision the troops except by carrying food everywhere 
with us. Another annoyance to whith the men are 
subjected is the universal presence of yermin, owing to 
the personal uncleanliness of the peoplé. There are lice 
and bugs of all kinds, and it is almost impossible for 
the troops to keep themselves free from them.” 


Where a Soldier Should Die. 


I here asked the general as to the sah of his troops. 
He replied that it was excellent, and| that the troops 
had not had the fevers, dysentery ahd smallpox, so 
common among the Koreans. He said the men were 
well cared for, and I complimented him on the health- 
ful arrangements of his new barracks, saying that Japan 
was leading the world in matters of military sanitation, 
and that the low death rate from disease among the 
Japanese troops in Manchuria had been less than that 
of any great war~in the past. The general acknowl- 
edged that this was true, and significantly added: 

“We Japanese do not believe that a sdldier should die 
in his bed.” | 

I then broached the subject of Russia, asking the gen- 
eral whether he thought there would be another war 
later on and whether he would build fortifications along 
the northern borders of Korea. He replied that he would 
not, and that such fortifications on the frontier would 
be contrary to the treaties between! the two coun- 
tries. As to another struggle with Russia, he would not 
answer, saying that he hoped there wotlld be peace be- 
tween the two nations from now on. H@¢ said Japan did 
not want trouble with any one, but on if war came 
she would have to do what she could, 

“We must fight just whenever our hoor is at stake. 
There are occasions when to live ~ont fighting would 
be to suffer more than to die.” 

I then asked: “What about the char that you are 
preparing to fight America?” 

To this the general semi-facetiously replied: 

“You people must consider us very warlike to think 
we want to fight you. Indeed, we would like to live a 
while yet.” 

With that, we both laughed. and the interview closed.

Ty BURN TREE Now COMMEMORATED 
BY A TABLET.

tors, and thousands who were not malefactors, ac- 
cording to modern ideas, met their death at the 
hands of the hangman on a spot in one of the busiest 
centers of London which has just been marked by the 
London County Council. 
The spot is the site of the famous Tyburn Tree, the 


| gallows on which London’s criminals were hanged for 


more than 600 years. It is situated at the junction of 
Oxford street, Edgeware Road and Bayspwater Road, 
opposite the Marble Arch which marks the principal 
entrance to Hyde Park. Shops and mansions look out 
on the spot which was once avoided by the supersti- 
tious—and who Was not superstitious in those days?— 
as a haunt of the Evil One. 7 


The London County Council has marked the exact 
spot where the permanent gallows stood by letting a 
tablet into the roadway. It bears an excellent repre- 
sentation of the old gallows surrounded by a triangle 
with the following inscription: 

“Here stood Tyburn Tree. Removed 1759.” 

The exact site was only fixed after much research and 
poring over old maps by the County Council's archeo- 
logical experts. The reason for the difficulty was that 
different authorities—equally trustworthy—gave two 
sites for Tyburn Tree, and it was not until it was dis- 


covered that there were really two of them, that the 


mystery was solved. The spot now marked is the site 
of the old permanent gallows, which it is known was in

use in 1196, which was probably standing for many 
years before that, and which was removed in 1759. It 
was replaced by a movable gallows which was situated 
a few hundred yards away, and was finally removed in 
1783, when it was decided that public executions were 
barbarous spectacles, and that men and women should 
be hanged in future within the walls of Newgate Prison. 

At the time when Tyburn Tree was bearing its dread- 
ful fruit, its site was far out in the country. Oxford 
street, now London's greatest shopping thoroughfare, 
was a country road, and was known as Tyburn Road. 
It is the direct route from Newgate Prison in the old 
City of London, to Tyburn, and it was the last road 
over which the condemned men traveled, sitting in an 
open cart with a priest or clergyman standing beside 
them, and a mob of curious spectators following. Half- 
way to Tyburn Tree there was a liquor shop, known as 
“Last Drink House,” at which the condemned man was 
always served with a quart of ale. That has long since 
been destroyed, and a great business building stands on 
its site. 

Many famous criminals were hanged on Tyburn Tree, 
and it is estimated that at least 50,000 persons met their 
death there. Claude Duval, the famous highwayman, 
was hanged there, and John Price, the ortginal “Jack 
Ketch,” the hangman, was hanged for murder in 1718 on 
the very gallows on which he had hanged so many other 
men. 

A famous victim of Tyburn Tree was Wiltiam Fitz 
Osbert, a learned lawyer and citizen of London, who 
was known as Longbeard. 

One of the last men to be uanged on the permanent 
gallows was John Kelley, who had committed the ter- 
rible crime of stealing 12% cents because he was hungry 

When it was finally decided to remove the gallow® 
and to hold the executions in private, there was a 
great public outcry, not only among the lower classes 
who enjoyed the executions as a spectacle, but among 
thoughtful men who believed that the deterrent effect 
of the extreme penalty of the law was heightened by the 
publicity of its infliction. Among ghe latter was Dr. 
Johnson, who wrote: “Tyburn itself is now not free 
from the fury of innovation.” and who said to some one 
who advocated private execution: “Executions are 
meant to be public, sir’ 

It is believed that the grim history of Tyburn _— 
runs back much further than 1196 and that it was the 
private gallows of the lord of the mnaor in Saxon times. 
In those days the lords of the manor possessed the 
power of “sac and soc,” which was equivalent to. the 
“high justice and the low” of the Normans and French, 
and practically meant the power of life and death within 
their domains. Relics of it remain today in a few coun- 
try districts In England where the lords of the manor 
have the power to appoint thelr own Coroners to hold 
inquests in any cages requiring such inquiry, occurring 
within the bouhds of the manor. Cc. B.

HAT great generals of the Civil War have sur- 
W vived to see this Memorial Day? 

Upon the roll of lieutenant-generals but one 
is left, and he of the gray army—Simon Bolivar Buck- 
ner. Now in his eighty-seventh year, he is passing the 
winter of his prolonged and eventful life in retirement 
at his old home in Munfordville, Ky. When this now 
hoary soldier was graduated at the Military Academy;, 
back in ‘44, Arthur MacArthur, the present lieutenant-

general of our army was not born, and few or any of 
our present generals on the active list had yet seen the 
light when young Buckher had received two brevets for 
gallantry in three bloody battles of the Mexican war. 
More than three score years and ten ago, before the 
birth of men now living within the time allotted by

his way through one bloody struggle, wounded, though 
honored. But many more strenuous days were yet com- 
ing to him—days spent in plotting the Civil War, as 
leader of Kentucky's Knights of the Golden Circle; then 
exciting days of fighting at the head of a brigade, long 
days in prison at Boston in the spring and summer of 
1862; then thrilling days as a division commander in 
Brage’s army, and next as major-general at Murfrees- 
boro and Chickamauga, finally as lieutenant-general. 
He fought to the last ditch, through the last battle of 
the civil struggle, giving up his sword only at the sur- 
render of Kirby Smith, the final surrender of the war, 
at Baton Rouge, May 26, 1865. And after the struggle 
he was one of the first of the Confederate generals to 
work for a more closely cemented nation, and he had 
the grace to act as one of Grant's pall bearers. In 1887 
he was elected Governor of Kentucky, and nine years 
later, when Bryan and Sewall were nominated by the 
silver wing of his party, he was the choice of the gold 
_wing for Vice-President on the ticket headed by his old-

jseven of the blue and seven of the gray. 

| The oldest of the Union side surviving is Peter Joseph 
Osterhaus, who, in the eighty-seventh year of his age, is 
now living upon his native soil, back in Germany. He

He had served as 
secretary of our legation in London and had been in 
Congress two years when he shot Philip Barton Key, 
in 1859, being acquitted on an “unwritten law” plea. He 
had just finished his second term in Congress when the 
Civil War broke out, and, entering as the colonel of a 
New York City regiment, he was a_ brigadier-genera! 
the next year, and within less than another year he | 
was a major-general. It was he who gained the first | 
success at Chancellorsville, and he left a leg on the field | 
after a bloody fight against overwhelming numbers at | 
Gettysburg. Then, at the close of the war, he went on | 
a diplomatic mission to South America, entering the reg- 

ular army as a colonel upon his return. It was forty 

years ago when he was retired as a major-general of | 
regulars. Since then, he has been minister to Spain, a | 
member of Congress, Sheriff and civil-service commis- | 
sioner of New York. He is living at his old residence | 
in New York City. 


Howard Still Hale. 


The last surviving “army” commander and one of the 
four surviving corps commanders of the Civil War is 
Maj.-Gen. O. O. Howard, the seventy-ninth year of 
whose strenuous career is being spent at his old home at 
Burlington, in his native State of Vermont, where he 
has lived since his retirement. He certainly did net look 
any the worse for wear when he rode up Pennsylvania 
avenue as marshal of one of the divisions of the Taft in- 
augural parade. He sat his horse like a centaur and 
kept it in perfect control despite the fact that his right 
sleeve has hung empty at his side since the bloody bat- 
tle of Fair Oaks, in June, 1862. But three months 
after the unfortunate event he was on the field again, 
fighting hard at Antietam, and in two months more he 
was a major-general. Next he commanded a corps 
through Gettysburg, Lookout Valley, Missionary Ridge | 
and Picketts Mill, where he was again wounded. Then 
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October, 1863, and major-general in April, 1865. & 
was distinguished as an engineer officer during the early

part of the war. Then he was called to the War D® 
partment to become chief of the cavalry bureau, afte? 
which he returned to the field in command of the Thitt 
Division of Sheridan’s Cavalry.

Santa Clara, Cuba. He was also in the Porto Rie 
campaign. He remained in the army at the clos of 
the Spanish War, and| when the embassies in Pekias 
were besieged by the Boxers, he commanded the @ 
operating force of American and British troops which 
captured the eight temples. He finally commanded @ 
American forces left in Peking, and later 
our army at the coronation of King Edward.

V ETERANS’ associations have recently been push- 


ing an inquiry as to what has been done with the - 


great collection of photographic negatives fllus- 
trating the Civil War, for which Congress, a dozen 
years ago, paid the sum of $25,000. The answer, if

frankly given, uld be that the priceless historical 
treasure in questio allowed to rot and go to 
pieces in a loft in the War Department. Not even a 
catalogue has been made of the negatives. 

This is the only important collection of such pictures 
now in existence. It comprises portraits and groups of 
nearly all of the officers who took part in the conflict on 
the Union side—the photographs in most instances be- 
ing taken with camp and pattle-field surroundings, so 
as to render them extraordinarily interesting. There 
are also ever so many pictures of places and things ac- 
sociated with the events of the struggle. 

Most interesting of all, of course, are the negatives 
(all of them oricinals) representing the «-cat com-

manders—McClellan, Sheridan, Meade, Hooker, Rose- 


crans, and others.. There are more than 100 of Gen. 
Grant—most of them entirely unknown. Very few of 
these pictures, indeed, have ever been published; and 
to get at them for purposes of publication, in their 
present condition, is almost out of the question, in- 
asmuch as they are stacked in higgledy-piggledy fash- 
jon on shelves and on the floor in a windowless attic- 
room. 

There are in all about 30,000 of the negatives. Many 
of them are undergoing a progressive decay, which 
must end with their complete destruction before long; 
and the only way to preserve the pictures they repre- 
sent would be to copy them before it is too late. Oth- 


ers, fortunately, are in excellent condition. But no- 
body cares, apparently. Congress, having bought and

EAR DIX: The British sense of humor doés ex- 
D ist, but it is different in kind ftom the American. 

While the Yankee delights in hidden subtleties, 
the Englishman wants his joke labeled, like his ale, 
“None genuine without the proper signature.” Artemus 
Ward was not understood in England until he solemnly 
explained to his audience that he was a professional 
“jokist,” and that gentlemen leaving cards at the office 
might have the jokes privately interpreted in person 
at their own residences, with plenty of leisure. 

And that reminds me. I picked up in an old Oxford 
book shop a complete British edition of Ward, and 
found it unexpectedly delicious. The thing is so good 
that you shal) have it. You see, the book has been 
edited! In his introduction, the British editor learn- 
edly remarks: “Where spelling is simply burlesque or 
cacographic(!,) but little difficulty will be experienced in 
perusal; where local or peculiar Americanisms occur, it 
is believed that a few footnotes will explain the inten- 
tion of the author.” It is the footnotes that I append 
for your benefit. | 


‘In one of Mr. Ward's 


famous “business letters,” he 
alludes to the people “taking their tods.” Whereupon 
editor annotates: “Vulgar shortening of toddy. ‘Let 
us take a tod’ was formerly a common phrase. Re- 
cently, however, ‘To kiss the baby,’ and to ‘smile’ have 
taken its place.” 


Mr. Ward says “Kerslap!” and in the foot-note we 


-vead: 

“A variation of the Americanisms keslosh, kesouse— 
i. e., the noise made by a body falling flat into the water. 
In the South and West, a number of fanciful onomato- 
| poetic words of this sort are used. in all of which the 
first syllable, which is unaccented, Is subject to the 


| same variety of spelling.” i 


Wherever, on succeeding pages r. Ward so far 
forgets himself as to say “kerslap” “kesouse” again 
our conscientious and laborious editor is ready with his 
referential foot-note: “See page 42.” 

When Artemus appears in his store clothes, down 
goes the asterisk: “Ready-made and fashionable, pur- 
chased at a ‘store,’ the general name given to all shops, 
where a variety of goods are sold, in the United States. 
In the small towns a ‘store’ selis all manner of articles, 
from grindstones to ribbons, and ls of flour to 
satin waistcoats and French hats.” 

“He caught a Tomarter when he got hold of me!” ex- 
claims Mr. Ward. One would think that he foresaw his 
British commentator when one reads: “Tomato, a 
common table delicacy in the United States, partaken of 
at almost every meal. Mr. Ward’s mind appears to 
have been undecided betwixt “tartar” and “tomato,” 
but finally decided that the latter was “ correct figure 
of speech.” 


When Artemus greets a “Square,” tie gentle reader 
gets this choice bit of information:  \ 
; “Squire, in New England phraseology, a magistrate, 

or justice of the peace; but throughou: the States a 
very general complimentary title, varied occasionally 
by major, colonel, general, etc.” 

Mr. Ward threatens to cave in a man’s head. 


“A curious American expression. ‘Out West.’ in the 
lead diggings, after a shaft has been: sunk, the earth 
around the sides falls, or caves in, after a short time, 
unless the sides are properly boarddd. In this way, 
western people speak of a man’s fortune caving in, 
through neglect or misfortune. In tinie the expression 
became employed in other senses, such as to smash in, 
or flatten, the meaning Mr. Ward wishes to convey.” 

Mr. Ward speaks of the “exchanges?” whereupon we 
are informed that “perhaps 5 per cent. of the western 
newspapers is original matter relating to the immedi: 
ate neighborhood, the rest is composed of ‘telegraphs’ 
and clippings from the ‘exchanges’—a general term ap- 
plied to those papers posted in exchange for others, the 
accommodation being a mutual benefit,” 

Mr. Ward wickedly eonjoies “Congress and several 
other public grosserys.”” “The name given to the bar- 
rooms and grog shops in the United States, where many 
political arrangements are effected; just as at Wash- 
ington no inconsiderable quantity of liquor is con- 
sumed in the ‘groceries,’ or refreshment-rooms attached 
to the legislative halls—a sly compariton. on the part 
of Mr. Ward, betwixt two American institutions, which 
should be—bué are not—dissimilar in} certain popular 
features.” 

When Artemus recklessly hopes “two be dodrabber- 
tid,” we get this: 

“*Dod-rabit’ is an

It is of interest to note, by the way; that Goldsmith 
says “Rabbit me!” in “She Stoops td Conquer.” and 
that the “American euphemism” Odd rabbit itt is em- 
ploved by Sheridan in “The Rivals.”

On this same delightful page a dagger thus lances 
“the heavens”—“Wind troubles arising from the stom- 
ach. A common Americanism” [sic.] 

“All-fired” is “a puritanical corruption designed to 
have the virtue of an oath without offending polite ears.” 
Chopping cord wood is “with the vulgar crowd the de?- 
nier ressort for a livelihood.” “Some pumpkins” is an 
American expression of praise or congratulation, usea 
in opposition to ‘small potatoes.’"" “Big licks—strokes, 
and hence efforts, exertions.” And so on throughout the 
518 pages. Only once does the editor become con- 
sciously humorous, and then, pridefully intent that his 

pun shall by no means be lost, he labels it with capi- 
ry letters. 
“The Babes in the Wood,” the Englishman skittishly 
remarks: “Why the lecture is called ‘Babes in the 
Wood’ is not known, unless 
WARD'S. Ed.)” 

Finally, note the British editor's solemn explanation 
of a peculiar point in Mr. Ward's “cacography,” with 
its unintentional hetic dig at the Roosevelt spelling 
bee: “The intermiffure of numerals with the text,” 
declares this wonderful wiseacre, “as going 2 see him, 
or going 4 2 see him, be 4 fo before, sow4th for soforth, 
lee for once, 3ten for threaten, 2B or not 2B, may be 
looked upon as mere pieces of eccentricity, a sort of 
rebus fun, or mayhap a notion on Mr. Ward's part that 
it is the correct thing, and shows education to abbre- 
viate one’s speech.” 

These citations from my precious Oxford book have, 
I think, proved my point better than argument could 
do. In spite of all appearances to the contrary, the 
British do possess the sense of humor, or they never 
would have justified a complete and far more than com- 
plete edition of Artemus Ward;“but their manner of 
taking him is “rather somewhat different,” as I have 
heard a fair maid say, from our own. Yet in truth | 
have a horrible suspicion—shal! I confess it?—that this 
British editor is, after all, our own Henry James, at- 
tempting to interpret American and Americanism to 
the English. 

There really is a connection between all of the fore- 
going nonsense and my attempt to write about Shakes- 
peare. The association of ideas—I see it now—that set 
me off on the mystifying theme of British humor is 
bound up with an incredible story in connection with 
my second day in Stratford. The highly intelligent spin- 
ster whom I had been fortunate to meet at the hotel 
was quizzing me, as we stood at Anne Hathaway's gate, 
as to whether Americans truly appreciate Shakespeare. 
We had just come from his tomb in the beautiful church, 
where there is a distant American chapel, furnisted 
throughout by my countrymen, and where the verger 
volunteered the information that the great window be- 
hind the reredos had been given recently by an English 
nobleman for the express purpose of preventing ‘the 
main window in the sanctuary from becoming an Amer- 


lean donation. We had also seen the great American _ 


fountain in the square, and Mr. Carnegie’s gift near the 
Birth House, so that Miladi was just a bit jealous of 
the Yankee monopoly of Stratford, and a trifle inclined 
to suggest that our appreciation contains more swagger 
than sincerity. 

“Ah, yes!” sald she} “we quite understan® the im- 
mense power of American wealth, and its tendency— 
you will pardon me?—to advertise itself, as it wer ” 
the purchase of Shakespeare memorials here in &..:- 
ford; but can you really assure me that your country- 
men appreciate the immortai poet as much in their 
homes as they seem to do when they come over to Eng- 
land?”

tion service, and an intrepid party of surveyors, risked 
their lives by making the survey that eventually led 
fo the diversion of the Gunnison water. 


After the government topographers had completed 
their maps, sometimes being lowered into the yawning 
eafion hundreds of feet by ropes, it was decided that 
by boring a tunnel six miles under the 2000-foot moun- 
tain that separates the Gunnison from the Uncompahgre 
Valley, water could be successfully diverted. Accord- 
ingly the work was started In February, 1905. 

It was comparatively easy to work at the west side 
of the tunnel. The slope of the mountain toward the 
Uncompahgre is gentle, but on the Gunnison side it was 
necessary to construct a wonderful wagon-road, lead- 
ing into the frightful cafion where the work at the east 
portal was started.

For months at a time ail the power 
generated at the portal has been needed in keeping the 
tunnel clear of water—this being true during the spring 
season, when little coal can be hauled over the road to 
the cafion. Work on the Gunnison side has not pro- 
gressed half as fast as work on the Uncompahgre side, 
where it has not been necessary to pump, owing to the 
natural drainage of the tunnel. 


Great Obstacles. 


Unheard-of difficulties have been encountered in driv- 
ing this six-mile tunnel. Heavy flows of water have 
been encountered at frequent intervals. Subterranean 
lakes have been tapped, and, when the drills penetrated 
the water, a stream forty feet in length would shoot 
out through the hole, knocking the men away from the 
air drills and even knocking the “muckers” off the tram 
cars. Hot water has been encountered, occasionally 
raising the temperature of the tunnel to such an extent 
that men in the headings have been compelled to work 
almost naked. At one time a heavy flow of deadly 
carbon-dioxide, or choke damp, Was encountered. Then 
tunnel workers fled for their lives, and many had nar- 
row escapes from asphyxiation. It was three weeks 
before it was possible to work again in the headings, 
and then a ventilating shaft 680 feet deep had to be 
sunk.

THE GREAT FORTRESS AS SEEN BY A 
NAVAL OFFICER.

Gj OING from one of our battleships, | was landed 


one bright morning at the ston¢ dock of the Ragged 

Staff Battery in Gibraltar. Here | was most courte- 
ously met by an orderly of the British army and con- 
ducted to the office of the provost; who placed at my 
disposal a soldier of the South Staffordshire regiment, 
who was instructed to be my guide and guard. Great 
Britain does not propose to take any chances even with 
friends, and so it was that this soldier, who knew his 
business thoroughly, and was a delightfully courteous 
gentleman, toki me on the start that I would not be 
permitted to take any notes while going about, and ask- 
ing me for my camera, he sealed the lens and locked 
the instrument in a cabinet. This may seem arbitrary, 
doubtless it is, but it is all right. | 

Such a seemingly insignificant spot of land! a mere 
dot on the map, only two and a half miles long, and less 
than a mile at its greatest breadth. It has always been 
a fortification. To the ancient mariner it was the end 
of the world; beyond Gibraltar to the westward was 
oblivion. 

According to mythology, it was of the pillars of 
the earth. For hundreds of years ft was in truth the 
“Key to the Mediterranean.” For centuries it ceased to 
be such, then it fell into the hands of those whose 
knowledge, foresight and ability enabled them to take 
advantage of its superb situation, so} that at the present 
time not only is it the key to the Mediterranean, but of 
the Black Sea and ‘the Indian mn, the Sea of Mar- 
mora and the Red Sea—and England holds the key; not 
an insignificant spot by any means. 

The government of Great Britain is that of a consti- 
tutional monarchy. The British flag flies over Gibral- 
tar, but it is governed by a despot from whose decision 
there is no appeal whatever, who holds life, domicile 
and business at his will, whose slightest word is law, 
to be obeyed without question, and who has force at 
hand to compel obedience. It is a city of 60,000 people, 
without an Alderman, a Mayor, or a municipal officer of 
any grade, yet I venture to say that there is not a bet- 
ter governed city on the face of the globe. It has a 
gas, water, sewer and lighting system which cannot be 
improved upon; the regulation for the sale of every 
kind of merchandise is just and eqvitable, the import 
and collection of taxes is fair and effactive, the rights of 
all are clearly defined, and in them they are abundantly 


and swiftly imposed, and there is no kppeal from a sen- 
tence once delivered. 

Being in the uniform of a United States naval officer, 
I was accorded many courtesies and shown many places 


“not seen by the ordinary traveler, and I will not violate 


any confidence placed in me by telling of anything like 
all that I saw at Gibraltar. Withont a doubt much 
more is concealed than is shown to any one, though 
Great Britain is quite willing that her friends, and her 
enemies, too, for that matter, should have a knowledge, 
and a wholesome dread, of the energié¢s of war that are 
at hand on the Rock. . 

Guns are everywhere; they peep oat from grape ar- 
bors, from the angles of cottages, they gaze grimly over 
the edges of little breastworks, they point down streets 
and alleys; turn which way you will, you are confronted 
with cannon. Even in the churches rifles are not want- 
ing; there are gun racks in every pew, and the guns are 
loaded with powder and ball. The English soldier is 
omnipresent, and is always armed jwith at least a 
sword or pistol; whenever he walks his sentry-go he 
carries a loaded gun, and, on duty or aft duty he always 
wears squeaky shoes. eh 

Three persons may not stand and ¢onverse together 
on any street in Gibraltar; they must keep moving. 
Citizens and strangers must be off the streets by 8 
o'clock in. the evening; all lights must be put out in pri- 
vate houses by 9 o'clock, and all conversation must 
cease by 10 o'clock. 

No one may have a social gathering at his own home 
without first obtaining written permiasipn from the com- 
mandant, and the host must provide for the presence 
and entertainment of an English soldfer for every five 
persons of those present, and the conversation must be 
in English. All animals and fowls igtended for food 
must be brought there alive and slaughtered in an 
established abattoir. Every egg coming to the Rock is 
candled by a British soldier. Hay, grain and all mer- 
chandise are thoroughly overhauled ahd inspected for 
possible contraband material, dynamite, or other explo- 
sive or munition of war that might be used against the 
powers that be. 

No one has a deed or lease to the property that he oc- 
cupies; he may be turned out of his honie on a moment’s 
notice, and dispossessed of all his pérsonal property 


there, of whatever character, householé goods or mer- 
_chandise, without payment, and no reason given, nor 
_ will any court consider for an instant any claim for such 


a loss. Under the peculiar circumstantes of the place

There is but one parade ground at Gibraltar, and it is 
not very large. The soldiers who compose its garrison 
are all tried veterans who do not need to drill, men 
whose parade ground has been the whole wide world. 
This parade ground faces toward Spain, and a pardon- 
able pride, no doubt, fills the hearts of these red-coated 
soldiers as they march and countermarch on that little 
spot of earth, while not half gunshot away floats in 
helpless impotency the yellow flag of Spain. 

The face of the fortress looking toward Spain is a 
huge cliff, “prodigiously high,” an old report puts it. 
The cannon facing that way are hidden in galleries 
hewn out of the solid rock, two tiers of them, like the 
upper and lower gun decks of an old-time frigate. It 
would be a terrific welcome an invading force would 
receive from that quarter. 

The city of Gibraltar is cosmopolitan in the truest 
sense of the word. It is indeed a city of refuge also. 
Military law is predominant, and takes little cognizance 
of civil offenses committed elsewhere, ‘and especially if 
they be committed against some other power than Great 
Britain. 

Gibraltar, too, is a free port; here is no customhouse 
to harass with inquisitive expense the luckless traveler; 
no taxes to pay coming or going—think of such a place 
of bliss! | 

At the narrowest part of the Strait of Gibraltar, where 
it is some thirteen miles wide, in plain sight of the fort- 
ress, is the ruined castle of Tarifa. It was from here 
that an ancient mariner, a conscienceless robber, made 
it his practice to chase out after defenseless merchant 
ships as4they went and came on their lawful occasions, 
and levy on ship and cargo all the “tarif,” he called it, 
that they could stand, then let them pass on. Nowadays 
the process is legalized all up and down the Mediterra- 
nean and in lands of which we wot, to our sorrow. 


in the world. The smugglers of Gibraltar are the aris- 
tocracy of their guild. This kind of work is not 
couraged by the British authorities; they know of it, 
knowing it, wink at it. 

Gibraltar has always beeen vantage ground. 
nearly 800 years Moors and Spaniards fought for its 


little incident that is one of the most ridiculous in al! 
During the wars of thé Spanish succession, 
England was drawn into the snarl of nations and sent 
a fleet into the Mediterranean. Under the command of 
Sir George Rooke this fleet cruised about for two years 
and then started out of the Mediterranean for home. 
On the way through the Strait of Gibraltar; Sir George 
concluded just for a diversion to have a crack at the 
fort, and to his utter amazement, after a three days’ 
bombardment, it surrendered to him. When it was too 
late, the Spaniards realized what a tremendous loss 
they had sustained.- Sir George Rooke really captured 
it In the interests of Austria, but with a full knowledce 
of its incaleulable value, England never had an idea of 
handing it over to any other power, and putting a gar- 
rison there devoted all her spare energies to fortifying 
against the day when her enemies would undertake to 
wrest it from her. Time and again has Spain made 
the attempt, but has always failed. . 

Comes now the culminating point in its re- 
cent history. The war for the independence of the colo- 
nies in North America was taken advantage of by 
France and Spain, and they joined forces to take Gibral- 
tar from England. For four years shot and shell and 
starvation was the fate of that brave but indomitable 


It is a far cry, a tremendous distance from Saratoga, 
in the State of New York, to the fortress of Gibraltar, 
but the defeat of the British arms under Gen. John 
Burgoyne at Saratoga, by a lot of pitifully-equipped raw 
continental farmers under Gen. Horatio Gates, decided 
the fate of Gibraltar, more than 4000 miles away, and in 
its favor; and for the more than 125 years since there 
has not been fired an angry shot at it. 

Gibraltar is a See of the Church of England. Its 
beautiful little Episcopal chapel is dignified by the title 
of cathedral, and the Bishop of Gibraltar is one of the 
Lords Spiritual of the British government. 

There are never less than 7000 soldiers to its garri- 
son, with provisions, arms, and ammunition t6 stand a 
slege of twenty years. While there one of our officers 
died, and it was determined to give him a military 
funeral, burial to be on shore. The permission was 
courteously granted, but mark you, with this provision. 
As many officers and seamen as chose to do 80 could 
land, and go in military formation, but without arms, 
to the cemetery, which we did, and the troops of Great 
Britain escorted us all the way there and back, under 
arms, and formed the firing party at the grave. As I 
said, England takes no chances, even with her best 
friends, when it comes to the possibility of losing Gl- 
braitar.

LUCK BEANS OF NARITA. 


UNIQUE CEREMONIES HELD IN A TEMPLE FortTY 
MILES NORTH OF TOKIO. 


{New York Sun:] Just about the time that the “eld- 
est brother of all the flowers” begins to push his but- 
ton-like white buds through the frost-scarred bark and 
the poets are hanging verses to his honor from every 
scraggling limb, Japan folk celebrate the feast of the 
scattered beans, and the new world of spring has indeed 
begun. When all these plum blossoms are swaying in 
white clubs from the branches of the ancient trees it 


is the time of the Silver World, as the Japanese poets | 


have it—the time for the bean festival. 


On February 3 of each year the head of each house- 
hold, or in his absence the chief servant in fhe house, 
takes in his arms a basket filled with white beans, and 
while the children follow at his heels laughing and cut- 
ting pranks, he goes through all the house scattering 
them thickly upon the matting. As he walks he cries 
out “Evil spirits outside; good fortune within!” 

This ceremony finished, the rest of the day is given 
over to games and high carnival on the part of the 
youngsters. It is the great day of good luck. 

While the bean festival is recognized in every home, 
in the ancient temple of Narita, the scattering of the 
beans is each year accomplished with much ceremonial. 


There it finds its true charaeter as one of the most an- — 


cient rites of Buddhism. 

Narita temple is about forty miles north of Tokio, a 
very ancient structure, the sanctity of whose walls is 
preserved in a wealth of tradition. In the inner court 
of this temple on each February 3 a score of Buddhist 
priests in the full regalia of their office gather to per- 
form the ancient ceremony of the bean scattering. — 

A very old man is chosen to scatter the beans. At 
Narita it has been an old actor, high in the esteem of 
the community, who in latter years has been delegated 
to perform this part of the ceremony each season. | 

Before the ceremony, bowls of rice and sesame, a 
pungent-smelling seed, aro mixed with live charcoal 
coals and set about the inner court so that the blue 
smoke of their burning may be pleasant to the nostrils 
of the divinities of spring. Then the priests enter, car- 
rying with them the script of the special prayers set 
apart for the season. There are 360 volumes of these 
prayers, but as each volume is only a thin slip of ideo- 
graphic text, there is time for the recitation of the en- 
tire library before the day is over. 

In the midst of the chanting of the prayers, the aged 
actor takes in the crook of his left arm a ceremoniai 
tray heaped with the beans and walks before the line 
of kneeling priests seattering them broadcast. 

Not one of the beans Is allowed to remain long upon 
the floor, for when the ceremony is over, the town- 
people and visitors, many of whom have come a long 
way to witness the rite, scutter about, gathering up each 
precious bean. A bean from the Narita festival if 
planted in a bamboo stalk filled. with earth will bring 
great luck to any household. Even the bean of the 
second generation of Narita stock has value. 

The bean festival in Japan is one of the few direct 
endowments of Chinese Buddhism that remain distinct 
from the mass of religious and secular tradition that 
has sprung up through the influence of the modified 
Buddhism of Japan. The day upon which the bean fes- 
tlyal falis is very neatly the first day of the year ac- 
cording to the Chinese calendar. It is probable that in 
its earlier forms the rite was a new year festival and

Shakespeare’s Stratford. 

Tue STORY or AN ENGLISHMAN’s 
Recent Visit. 

| From London Daily News. 


T is a fortunate thing for the world that Shakes- 

peare’s father moved out of Snitterfield into Strat- 

ford about the middie of the sixteenth century. Peo- 
ple laugh at you if you take names seriously in these 
days, as George Moore takes them, but nevertheless 
I do not believe it is humanly possible for a great poet 
to be born in a place called Snitterfield. I will not dis- 
cuss here the question whether Stratford is the most 
beautiful of all names for a poet's birthplace. You can 
nity. 

Stratford—Shakespeare’'s Stratford—BStratford that 
draws men and women with their strange voices and 
their guide-books from al] corners of the earth—is now 
little more than a name. Or, rather, it is a spirit, sur- 
viving in spite of all the grocers and the haberdashers 
of the place who do reverence to common sense and 
the commonplace from behind their modern shop win- 
dows. Here and there the spirit of Stratford expresses 
itself in beauty, or, if not in beauty, at least in a de- 
lightful quaintness. At the corner of a street stands 

an ancient cross-timbered house, put together with 
somiahie of a child’s clumsiness and pleasure in its 
work, or a featureless old chapel, of whose beauty the 
devastating wind and rain, and not the men who built 
it, are the architects. The Chapel of the Guild, in- 
deed, is the beginning of the single piece of continuous 
old-world loveliness of which Stratford can boast. Be- 
side it stand the Guildhall and the long old almshouses 
with their projecting upper stories, their little leaded 
windows, and their modest doors. Walking past the 
antique—though, I suppose, “restored”—fronts of these 
houses, one does really breathe Shakespeare. The peo- 
ple who hobble in and out of the doorways are Shakes- 
peare’s people—Verges and Hugh Oatcake and George 
Seacole, and the rest. They are so real, indeed, that 
at first I felt sure they must be got up for the occasion, 
and be employed by some Shakespeare society to show 
their withered faces at the doors in order to give an 
atmosphere to the town. 


I spoke to one of the old men—a toothless old fellow, 
with red-rimmed, watery eyes that had dwindled with 
age—an old man garrulous, wearing a collar of a pre- 
Gladstonian fashion and clothes to match—and he took 
me into his inner room, and discoursed to me in a pip- 
ing voice. “Oh, I be an old man,” he quavered, shak- 
ing his wisp of face at vacancy; “I be an old man, I be, 
though I bain’t more than thirty or farty to look at. I 
be 86 years old. It’s as true as God's in heaven, if I 
was never to stir hand or foot again. ” 


I told him he did not look it, which was true enough, 
for he looked.at least 90. 

“Yes,” he went on, “I were born in 1823. I bain’t no 
scholard, sir, and I don’t know whether I've reckoned 
it up right, but perhaps you be a scholard, and can 
reckon it up for me.” 

are chuckled with pleasure when I told him he was in 

his eighty-sixth year. 

“My eye!” he said; “I have done a bit of kickin’ about, 
I have.” And thereupon he proceeded to unfold to me 
a story of himself and a flood and a boat and an escape 
from death by drowning, about which things, he said, 
he often though" when he was lying in his bed at night. 
I listened to the ins and outs of his story for about a 
quarter of an hour, trying to disentangle the sense of it. 
At last, I had to cut short a tediousness that was worse 
than Dogberry’s. 

As I was going, I asked him what he thought of all 
this Shakespeare business. “Eh?” he grunted, with a 
vacant look, as he leaned, shaking, on his staff. I re- 
peated my question. His face broke into a tremble of 
deaf man’s intelligence. “Yes,” te nodded, as though 
heartily agreeing with me; “I have seen some kickin’ 
about, I have; it’s as true as I’m a sinful man.” 


I sought the spirit of Shakespeare’s Stratford, how- 
ever, not only in the old men of the almshouses, but in 
the common sights of the town. I visited the house in 
which Shakespeare was born, and paid sixpence for it. 
I visited the room in which he went to school, and paid 
sixpence for it. I visited the church in which he was 
buried, and paid sixpence for it. | went out to Shot- 
tery to see the cottage in which he made love to Anne 
Hathaway, and ought to have paid sixpence for it, but 
I resolved to allow myself at least one unbought mood 
in Stratford, so I remained outside the door. 

I suppose all this sixpenny business is necessary. - It 
is very discouraging, however, to the imagination that 
wishes to forget itself in bygone centuries. Even as I 
approached the substantial dwelling-house in which’ 
Shakespeare was born, a little well-dressed, golden- 
haired boy ran toward me, the light of commerce in his 
eyes. 

“Show you round, sir?” he offered 
and said no. | 

“Repeat the fourth act of ‘The Merchant of Venice,’ 
sir?” he asked me. I again thanked him, and said no. 

“Tell you all_about Shakespeare, sir?” he pleaded, 
making a third attempt at my pocpet. Being weak of 
will, I hesitated.

Shakespeare's house in Henley street, with its shat- 
tered floors, its restored windows, and its bescribbled 
walls, is, of course, the living center of the Stratford 
that one goes to visit. It has a floating populatiun of 
Americans and Germans and automobilists, who come 
and gaze and go away, content because they are able to 
say that they have visited Shakespeare's birthplace. 
Each of the rooms has a constant population of one, 
sometimes a man, sometimes a woman, serving as a 
gossiping guide-book to the place. If, when you enter, 
you attempt to pass right through the front room, the 
attendant—a stout, hearty man, with the white mus- 
tache of an old warrior—calls out, anxiously, disapprov- 
ingly: “Stop a minute, please!” Then, having 
himself into position, he embarks upon his set speech, 
beginning: “This is the room in which the Shakes- 
peare family took its meals,” and ending: “This is the 
fireplace. In the seat in the corner it is probable that 
the poet often sat when a boy.” After-that, he invites 
you to sit where Shakespeare sat, the ladies to go first 
and give an example of courage to the gentlemen. The 
splendid thing about the old fellow is that he appears 
thoroughly to enjoy seeing you do this, like a nurse, 
watching the movements of a happy child. 


There was a charming silver-haired lady in one of the 
upper rooms of the building, now used as a Snaxespeare 
museum. She held a crowd of young honeymooners rapt 
as, with pencil] pointing to Shakespeare's bust, she de- 
claimed the epitaph beneath it, line by slow line. A 
delightful, sentimental lady, wearing a pair of gold- 
rimmed blue spectacles. and with a bunch of primroses 
at her breast, she spoke to the surrounding trippers 
about “our Shakespeare” with an ardor that made them 
gape with wonder. Huge ladies in their motor veils 
were there, and a square-bodied man, with a white, 
sandy, sickly face, twinkled under his brown hat as he 
listened to the flow of her passionate words. He made 
an effort to quiz the lady with a few.arguments from the 
Baconian point of view. “Oh, that stale old argument!” 
she sighed dramatically at him, shaking her head as if 
in despair. She flung fact after fact at him, date after 
date, name after name. Then, without giving him an 
opportunity to answer, she turned off with a “But really 
I don’t think I need waste time replying to that argu- 
ment. You know, sir, you are almost amusing.” The 
man in the brown hat was short-necked and stolid, 
however, and refused to be withered. I left him insin- 
cerely arguing his point out with the lady before a 
growing audience of seekers after sensations. 


Stratford is full of Shakespearean mementos— 
mementos that do not remind you of Shakespeare. The 
pligrims come and gaze at old desks, old documents, old 
this and that, and I wonder whether they really obtain 
any thrills from it all. Personally, I am inclined to 
think that what Dr. Johnson said of the Giant’s Cause- 
way is true of most of the famous sights of the wor!d. 
“Sir,” he said, “it is worth seeing, but it is not worth go- 
ing to see.” I went to Shakespeare's grave in the 
chancel of the parish church, for instance, and could 
feel none of those emotions of wonder and reverence 
that I know I ought to have felt. Looking.at the col- 
ored bust above the.grave, | found myself merely think- 
ing what a good, respectable burgess Shakespeare must

have been to look at—like Browning, his greatest suc- — 


cessor in the nineteenth century, when he had passed 
middle age. A lady with a muff came up while I was 
there, glanced quickly from the grave to the bust, turned 
to me smiling, and said: “What a pretty church it is!”

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LOCAL WILD FLOWERS. 
DESCRIPTIONS OF SOME OF THOSE GROWw- 
ING NEAR Los ANGELES. 
By Ernest Braunton. 

EADERS of this department are much interested in 
R our native wild flowers, for many packages come in 

for identification. Several have, from time to 
time, asked for descriptions of some of the more com- 
mon species to be found about Los Angeles, and a few 
are herein described, not in the order of their value, but 
alphabetically. Down on the beach we have two “sand 
verbenas,” one of them with cut leaves and a fine umbel 
of rose-colored flowers quite like the garden verbena. 
This species is Abronia umbellata, and the one with an 
entire leaf of whitish hue and smaller heads of flowers 
is A. Californica. 

Baeria gracilis is a beautiful little yellow flower often 
called “Sunshine,” and in places covers the ground for 
acres. It is quite like a dwarf buttercup, though with 
very little and finely-cut foliage. Castillea Martini is the 
“Indian Paint Brush,” a perennial from one to two feet 
high, crowned with vivid scarlet flower bracts, forming

e a head that looks as though dipped in the brightest of 
ia red paint. Clarkia elegans is one of the oldest garden 

pe> annuals, though very common on our shaded or half- 
ate shady hillsides. It usua..y srows from two to four feet 
i high, but is very slender. se flower is pink to purple, 
a according to location, wito white and crimson stamens. 


Collinsia bicolor, known as “Innocence,” is a very 
fine annual from one to two feet high, of slender, grace- 
ful, yet not weakly growth, wit ..ustered heads of labi- 
ate flowers that have the upper .¢ white and the lower 
rose-purple, and these two distinctive shades warrant 
the specific name of bicolor. It is oue of the very easi- 
est and most satisfactory of all our native annuals for 
garden cultivation. 


‘One of the glories of our hills and mesas is the Scar- 
let Larkspur (Delphinium cardinale.) It is a herba- 
ceous-rooted perennial from three to six and sometiimes 
eight feet high, having long spikes of most brilliant red 
flowers, a fine subject for the garden border in well- 
drained warm spots. The “Shooting Star” (Dodecath- 
eon Clevelandi) is a thing of the past for the present 
season, for all have long ago gone to seed. It is a per- 
ennial one foot or more high, and much resembles the 
garden cyclamen in form and color. It varies from pure 
white to Iilac, with a yellow ring at base of petals, and 
it has a strong and pleasing fragrance. “Whispering 
Belie” has a Hiawatha-like sound, but the dream is dis- 
pelled when it is confronted with Emmenanthe pendu- 
liffora, its botanical name. It is also called “Mission 
Bells” from the pendulous bell-shaped yellow flowers 
which grow in great profusion over the much-branched 
plant. The flowers retain their color and form when 


flowers.”

- must pay either in return of product calculated to les- 


sen the family living expenses in the way of a goodly 
supply .of eggs and carcass, or as a direct and sole 
means of a livelihood. That there are failures—and in 
our floating population there are necessarily more 
changes than in more settled communities—signifies 
nothing negative as to favorable soi] and climatic con- 
ditions, but rather gives emphasis to the fact that the 
man and the hen do not jibe. Indeed, fully 50 per cent. 
of such failures are to be attributed to this one cause. 
Whether one can make a success with poultry depends 
on one’s fitness for the occupation. The business is not 


: exempt from the ordinary risks to which every enter- 


prise is subject. Those who go into it should first real- 
ize that the goal is only reached by the route of head 
work, hand work, hard work. No two seasons are quite 
alike, and conditions vary as to environment, requiring 
study in their successful elucidation. In addition, there 
is always the possibility of negative conditions beyond 
man’s control, which may delay success or cause a fail- 
ure for the time being. But these pertain to all occu- 
pations. 

There has been much complaint during the past two 
seasons that commercial breeders have had a hard time 
of it, due principally to the high price for feed; but it 
is quite-noticeable that the consumers of hen product 
have also been “going some” in the same direction. 
Hence in the last analysis the results are much the 
same. The demand for breeding stock, however, at 
good prices, has been dull. With a cleaning-out of sur- 
plus birds, it would seem that this will be changed for 
the better during the coming season. 

But to return to the question of income and profits. It 
is quite safe to assume that commercial poultry culture 
when intelligently followed will yield $1 per hen for 
eggs alone. Thus a flock of 200 to 400 hens will afford 
an annual income of from $300 to $400; if eggs are sold 
for hatching, possibly another $100 might be added; 
sales of superfluous males, say $150 to $200; sale of 
breeding stock, if properly handled and possessing any 
merit at all, should go to $200 to $300 more, thus giv- 
ing an income for a man’s time of about $900 per year. 
This is low rather than high, and applies to a fairly 
skilled breeder without reference to reputation for high- 
grade exhibition birds. Increase in number of birds 
unger careful and intelligent management should give 
a corresponding larger return. We believe that there 
are quite a number of commercial breeders who are 
even doing better than these figures would indicate, 
though we doubt if the sale of eggs for hatching and 
breeding stock the present season would justify an in- 
crease of the estimates. 

Cost of plant is purely relative. If the land invest- 
ment is eliminated, the outlay for buildings and equip- 
ment might be “held down” $1000 to $1500. 

There is probably no other rural occupation which so 
many people rush into only to rush out again, than the 
breeding of poultry. Especially is this true in South- 
ern California, where the outdoor life is so alluring. 
This transitory poultry population renders the business 
more or less unstable, and makes possible the impor- 
tation of large quantities of poultry products; but It 
is not the hen that is at fault, but the man behind her. 
For those who have “chicken on the brain,” we say be 
sure of your ground before making a move involving 
investments: when in, keep no more stock than you can 


care for property. 
Interesting Experiment in Feeding. 


A late Bulletin from the Pennsylvania Experiment 
Station gives some interesting data bearing on forced 
feeding, molting and relative weight of eggs of the dif- 
ferent breeds. We condense in brief the points of great- 
est interest to the average breeder: 


Between the ages of six and thirteen weeks it required | 


from 4 to 4.75 pounds of feed to produce a pound of 
gain. Between the ages of thifteen and twenty-six 
weeks it required from 4.75 to 5.75 pounds of feed to 
produce a pound of gain. Chicks forced when young do

cockerels. When rather small, weighing less than 3.5 
pounds, live weight, the cockerels of the Mediterranean 
and Asiatic breeds seem to dress out better than the 
pullets. 

An experiment in forced molting by partial starving 
with eighteen White Leghorns seemed at first to de- 
press, then increase slightly the egg production, but 
the net results at the end of three months were unfavor- 
able. From incubator tests, of 1906 it would appear 
that eggs set about the middle of April produced the 
highest percentage of chicks and eggs set the last of 
May the lowest. The eggs of the different breeds in 
order of their weight were as follows: 

Black Minorca, Light Brahma, Barred Rock, White 
Leghorn, White Wyandotte, Rhode Island Red, White 
Crested Black Polish, Buff Cochin. A great deal may 
depend upon the strain, as it is known that some hens 
of any breed normally tay larger eggs than others of the 
same breeds. The weight of chicks when hatched does 
not seem to be in direct proportion to weight of eggs.

Shall Storage Eggs Be Labeled? 


If we » understand the act passed by the late Legisla- | 
ture, it is now incumbent jon all owners of public eat- 
ing-houses to announce on their bill of fares, or in & 
conspicuous place, whether they serve fresh ranch or 
cold-storage hen fruit. No longer will it be possible 
for the preserved egg to linen or as a strictly fresh 
one, even when scrambled., Obviously, this puts a pre- 
mium on fresh eggs, though cold storage is quite as 
much in the interest of producers as it is to dealers. 
Preservation in its last) analysis is resorted to on 
economic grounds—a desite on the part of producers 
and dealers to await “better markets at better prices. 
The law in its operation acts decidedly in favor of the 
consumer. It forbids the branding of any eggs as 
strictly fresh that are over a week old, and preserved 
eggs must be sold as a “epld-storage” product. While 
the lawmakers were catering to the interests of con- 
sumers, they might have’ gone one step further and 
enacted that eggs should te sold by the pound. As be- 
tweon sizes there is a difference of fully 50 per cent.; 
in the case of the smaller — the consumers certainly 
don’t get value received.

This is the European” 
quarter of Constantinople. Pera consists of one long 
street, called the Grand Rue, and some slums. Galata, 
the Greek and Armenian quarter, is below us on the 
banks of the Bosphorus and the Golden Horn. Stam- 
boul, the Mohammedan quarter, is across the bridge. 


Tower, which edifice, like a great white lighthouse, sur- 
veys the whole of Constantinople. What a panorama 
is spread to our gaze! The busy Bosphorus, with the 
Asiatic shores and hills beyond; the winding Golden 
Horn, with its bridge of boats; and across the bridge 
which itself now swarms with life, mighty Stamboul— 
a forest of the minarets, domes, and cupolas of the 
great mosques. Below, in the pool, lie many steamers, 
which have arrived from all parts of the world, with 
hundreds of queer sailing craft plying the bluey-green 
waters. 


Down to bustling, noisy 
present a few pieces of what look like battered tin, but 
which represent Turkish currency, to a swarthy, be- 
fezzed individual in a diminutive booking office of the 
“Tunnel.” The “Tunnel” is a hillside railway which 
connects Pera with Galata. The train of three carriages 
drops down the declivity with a number of mighty 
swerves and crashes, and at 
breath away. We are hustled out into a street, and 
stand amazed at the jostle of life we see. 


Two Meeting Places. 


The pavement is uneven and filthy. 
either hand; 


Shops are on 
strange shops, selling all manner of queer 


and garrulous Greeks drink coffee and smoke cigarettes, 
the while their chairs obstruct all the pavement traffic. 
In the roadway are two endless processions of Turks, 
Greeks, Armenians, Italians, and all the races represent- 
ing the Levant, moving at a jog trot, and almost to a 
man carrying a bundle of some sort. The Turk is sin- 
gled out by the enormous load he invariably carries on 
his back. Two of his race will come swinging along, a 
huge barrel of wine suspended on a pole between them. 
We see in the middie of the road a cottage piano bob- 
bing and oscillating in a most alarming manner, and, 
looking beneath, we perceive a little old man, bent 
almost double, but with his sandaled feet toeing lightly 
the uneven way. 


We get to the Stamboul Bridge, and present more bits 
of battered tin to one of the half-dozen white-clothed 
custodians who demand toll. We may even feel benevo- 
lent enough to dispense backsheesh tc one or more of 
the scores of beggars who assail us on every hand. And 
what a scene on the Stamboul Bridge! Well may it be 
said that there are only two great meeting-places in the 
world—Charing Cross Station and the’Stamboul Bridge. 


Going to Pray. 


On the east side are the rickety piers from which 
start the innumerable little steamers for all parts of the 
Bosphorus—to Bebek, Kandih, Boyukdere, Therapia, 
Kadikoi, and those other enchanting spots where the 
European has his residence. On the west we see a for- 
midable-looking fleet of battleships: the Turkish navy’ 
“And not an engine among the lot,” says a facetious in- 
formant. And then to Stamboul; its bazaar, which, next 
to Chandi Chowk in Delhi, is perhaps the most won- 
derful in the world; Santa Sofia, the Mosque of Sultan 
Achmed; the Hall of the Thousand and One Pillars, 
and to a hundred of bewildering but fascinating places 
of interest. 


It is Friday, and the Sultan is going to mosque. The 
dogs have ceased barking, but the cocks have accepted 
the continuity of nocturnal noise. Sleep is impossible. 
The tramp, tramp, tramp of many men resounds on the 
early morning air. Trumpets blare, drums beat, and 
strident military music pulsates. From all parts troops 
are pouring from their barracks on their way to the 
Yildiz. Officers on horseback, officers in carriages, offi- 
cers on foot, all are hurrying to the rendezvous. Crowds 
of sightseers are already on the move. All the ordinary 
life of Constantinople is suspended. The Sultan is go- 
ing to pray. It is the day of the Selamlik. 


Visible and Invisible. 


The procession from the Kiosk arrives. Sokliers 
ahorse and soldiers afoot; the yashmak’d women of the 
harem; the Sultan's sons, a dozen or so of them—and 
apparently all of one age; aged soldiers, with breasts 
glittering with decorations; and then the Sultan himself 
—in a closed carriage and invisible. 


The carriage passes the gates of the mosque. The 
bands are crashing out their music more stridently than 
before; the women of the harem crouch around the 
step, and then there is a hush. The Sultan has enteréd. 
He is at prayer. 

And a little while later there are great cheers and more 
music, and through the gateway darts a carriage with 
two spirited horses. A gray and somber man is at the 
reins. Officers are running beside the equipage. There 
is a great uplifting of hands to the salaam and of every 
rifle to the salute. It is the Sultan who drives. 


Women of the Harem. 


In the afternoon we may take a caique up the Golden 
Horn to the Sweet Waters of Europe. Here, in the 
middle of the river is a small island where the Turkish 
ladies congregate, gossip, eat rahat takoum, drink coffee.

Banana Carriers. 


HE ropeway on the banana estate in ponent of 

which we show illustrations, has been constructed to 
carry 1000 bunches of bananas per ten hours. The 
bunches do not exceed 120 pounds each, the average 
weight working out about 90 pounds. The length of 
line illustrated is a little under a mile, and, a3 can be 
seen, there are several very steep gradients to be nego- 
tiated; so there are with the line conveying tea in 
Ceylon, of which an illustration is also shown. The 
system by which such lines are worked, however, is 
capable of overcoming all the trouble connected with 
gradients, etc. An endless running rope is carried upon 
supports at intervals, to which carriers are rigidly at- 
tached and consequently move with the rope. These 
carriers are generally made in the form of a cradle and 
secured by a catch, on release of which they overturn 
and discharge their contents into a suitable receptacle 
at the discharging point. The loading and unloading 
of the carriers can be done whilst the line is in motion. 
The Jamaica line runs at a speed of about two miles an 
hour, and is driven by a 3-H. P. oll engine. The whole 
of the plant and material was designed and supplied 
from this side, and was erected entirely by’ native labor 
in Jamaica without any difficulty. The trestles and 


frames are of timber, and the endless rope was sent | 


out spliced to the exact length required. The rope is 
only % of an inch in diameter, and an apparatus is 
provided for tightening it when necessary. This con- 
sists of a long screw and a powerful steel spring in 
compression, forming what is known as a live tension. 
The line fllustrated has been at work for about four 
years, and has given complete satisfaction. From all 
accounts this type of ropeway is the most economical 
that can be constructed, both as regards ite first cost 
andi the expenses of working, and should prove of great 
use to many banana, cacao, fiber, tea, and other estates 
where produce has to be transported independently of 
rail or waterways. 

For cleanly and expeditious transport of rubber latex 
on the large estates, we also expect to hear before 
long that overhead ropeways have come into favor.—

Method of Testing Seeds. 


ing temperatures, depths of covering, and moisture ob- 


JN the State course of study by the North Dakota 

Agricultural College, the following directions are given 
for testing farm seeds. An even hundred seeds are se- 
lected of any given grain, tested in the following man- 
ner: 

“Invert a smal! pie plate in an ordinary dinner plate, 
then pour a small amount of water into the dinner 
plate; place a doubie cotton flannel cloth over the pie 
plate wide enough to reach from side to side and long 
enough to reach into the water from both sides of the 
plate. The cloth will carry the water to the seeds 
placed between the folds of the cloth as a lamp wick 
carries oil, and in sufficient quantities to sprout the 
seed. Another dinner plate should then be placed over 
the pie plate and cloth to prevent too rapid evapora- 
tion of the water. Seeds tested in this way under or- 
dinary temperatures and care give better results than 
they would had they been sown in the fiekd, where vary- 


tained act as a drawback to the full germination of the 
seed. These facts should be taken into consideration 
when trials are made.”

The introduction of dates in Arizona put 
miles of waste land to profitable use, and is making 
Coachella Valley famous, but the date will not thrive 
too far from streams or wells. The pistachio tree will 
grow in the hot, arid regions, and will yield a hand- 
some return. 

In getting these nuts for planting, the Bureau of Plant 
Industry has found a superior variety, with kernels — 
twice as large as those of ordinary almonds.—([Rural 
Californian.

portion of any crop that he intends to plant. Many 
crops fail because the seed is poor. Where a person 
tests the seed before planting, he has reasonable assur- 
ance of just what he can expect. — 

Where the germinating quality of the seed is ques- 
tionable and the fact is found out in time it is a com- 
paratively simple matter to reject it and replace with 
other seed as compared with expense and difficulty of 
making such a change after the seed is planted. 

In making tests of seed, it is always well to make a 
selection of average quality. In this way the. test is 
not likely to be deceptive by indicating unwarranted 
results in germinating quality.

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PRACTICAL HYGIENE. 
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“Varietiem” and Diet. 


NE reads much tiresome stuff in the numerous so- 
() «i reform publications about “free love” in its 
various forms. It is wearisome to wade through 
these everlasting discussions about how a man and 
woman might, could, should, or would live together. 
Some publications that are supposed to be devoted to 
“eugenics’’—which means the borning of better children 
are mainly filled with this sort of stuff. Now, nature 
knows nothing whatever about ceremonies. A child 
may be well born out of wedlock, or ill born after an 
imposing religious ceremony. 
The main thing is to study the relations of the sexes 
from a hygienic—which means a natural—point of 
view, and howe the mother should conduct herself dur- 


ing a period that is pregnant in more than one sense of 
the word. 


Oh yes, and the prospective father, too. That, also, is 
important. If he wishes to be the parent of a child 
that will do him credit, he also must put himself 
through a “course of sprouts” for a year or so before 
the child is begotten. 


Many of these writers that preach so much about the 
relations of the sexes think they are very original, and 
very bold, and very naughty. Many people read such 
things because they have a delightful shivery kind of an 
impression that the discussions are improper. Oh 
shucks! They are simply tiresome. 

One point which nearly all writers on this subject 
overlook is in regard to the children that result, in the 
natural order of things, from the union of a man and 
woman. What is to become of them? You may think 
it very bold, and independent, and courageous for you 
and a woman to live together without going through 
the regular form of matrimony, according to the custom 
of the country in which you live—although there is 
nothing particularly original about this—but you have 
no right to inflict upon an innocent child that you con- 
ceive the curse of bastardy—a disgrace that under our 
present social conditions may follow him al! through 
life and cause him to heap maledictions upon you, the 
source of his being. Here is no question as to the 
right or wrong of our present marriage laws. They ex- 
ist. You may, if you please, evade them yourself, but 
you have no right to involve your offspring in the re- 
sult of-your action. 

‘Perhaps you will say there will be no children. Well, 
in that case you are not good citizens—you and the 
woman—for the begetting of children is the natural ob- 
ject of the union of the sexes. To evade it entirely is 
as wrong as it is to beget children that cannot be as- 
sured of proper physical, mental, and moral care. 

Here are extracts from an article headed “Free Love 
is Social Suicide.” It is from a little magazine pub- 
lished monthly by J. Herbert Foster at Tula de los 
Tuxtlas, Ver. Mexico: 

“In Mexico, more than half of the births are illegiti- 
mate, and the evils of irresponsible sexual relations are 
patent to the dullest eye. There is a notable number 
of women strugzg!ing in the direst poverty to support 
children with only intermittent masculine help, or none 
at all. In these cases, the future citizen Is afforded few 
advantages, although the government makes an effort 
to supply primary education. The fathers too often shed 
their responsibility as a snake does its skin, and pass 
from one woman to another, founding families without 


any adequate provision for their future. 


“Varietists argue that variety is as essential in sexual 


- relations as elsewhere, to impart zest and piquancy to 


life, but this is the contention of the savage when con- 
fronted by the routine of agricultural life. At every 
stage of progress man subordinates his fickle impulses 
to the requirements of social organization. Sexual re- 
lations must be restricted more than the intellectual 
life or esthetic diversions as the former affect society 
more directly and vitally. The claim of varietists that 
they make the sexual life more attractive weighs against 
them, and not in their favor. It is not to the public 
interest to accentuate sex as they do. The wanton and 
her intellectual prototype do not make for all-around 
human growth. Licentiousness has ever been a leading 
factor in the decline’ of nations. .. 

“The free_lover is usually a God-intoxicated person 
whose center of gravity lies in the ideal and not in the 
actual workd. He does not appreciate the value of re- 
straints that may be necessary to him and certainly are 
indispensable to the major part of humanity as it exists 
now and as it has existed in the past—the only human- 
ity that we know anything about. His criticism of mar- 
riage institutions is usually criticism of human nature 
itself and his assumption that it would be different 
under his system is purely gratuitous. Liberal divoree 
laws, with polygamy or even polyandry, would be 
preferable to his proposals, and would meet all his valid 
criticisms of the eexual evils of our day.” 

To the above it should be added that diet Is at the 
basis of the question of sexual temperaice. The two 
subjects are inseparable. As previously stated here, it

would be as unreasonable to put a man on a hot stove 
and expect him not to burn, or to try to extinguish a 
fire while oil is being poured upon it, as it is to habitu- 
ally overfeed a normal man or woman with stimulating 
food and to expect them to avoid some kind of sexual 
excess. | 

If men—yes, and women, too—would adopt a temper- 
ate, non-stimulating diet, eating no more than is neces- 
sary to furnish heat and energy and supply waste, if 
they would take a reasonable amount of physical exer- 
cise in the open air and keep their bowels open—not by 
cathartics, but by diet and exercise—then they would 
not be constantly craving “varietism.” Also, men would 
find it easier to treat their wives as decently as animals 
and savages treat their mates. Fewer women would 
be carriéd prematurely to their graves. There would 
be less misery, less marital infelicity, less quarrels be- 
tween married people, less divorce, and less continuous 
trouble in regard to “the”)| social evil. Also, children 
would be better born, and after they grow up would 
not be irrepressibly driven to sexual excess, which is 
today one of the greatest cprene of what we call civill- 
zation. 

Surely, publications that profess to be devoted to 
“eugenics,” or the right borning of children, would do 
well to devote more space to this most vital subject, 
and less to wearisome discussionsAss to the form—or 
lack of form—under which men and women might, could, 
would, or should cohabit. ) 


An Anti-Treating Saloon. | 


HE city of Des Moines seems to be prolific in inno- 

vations. The first anti-treating saloon in the United 
States was opened there on May 22. Permit to open 
was granted to a man who controls fifteen saloons in 
Des Moines. The proprietor declares that treating will 
not be tolerated. The bartenders will induce drinkers 
to accept a substitute for liquor in the form of butter- 
milk, sweet milk, tea, coffee and other soft drinks, The 
liquor habit will be discouraged as far as possible. 

This is an excellent idea, It is something after the 
style of the Gothenburg system of Sweden, and the re- 
formed public houses, conducted by a company composed 
largely of clergymen, in England.

A Poor Diet 


CORRESPONDENT sends the following inquiry: 

“What do you think of the following as diet for 
emaciation probably caused by the after-effects of ty- 
phoid fever two years ago: 

“Forty-eight hours complete fast; one quart water 
containing juice of lemon third morning, followed in 
one hour by one glass sweet milk sipped; one glass 
sweet milk every half hour until 9 at night; one raw egg 
added to first morning glass of milk after three or four 
days. Of course, using the full quart of water and 
lemon every morning. 

“I do not think thie is intended to be a continuous 
diet, but is only to be used until normal weight is re- 
gained.”

("5 CURRENCY SYSTEM. 

It, is almost univetsally acknowledged that 
there is something wrong with our currency sys- 
tem. From those who regard it as not exceedingly 
defective, opinions range: down to those who think :t 
is very nearly wrong. | subject commands a 
great deal of attention and naturally calls out dis- 
cussion. Financial papers are often overburdened 
‘with papers on the subject. There is particular in- 
terest in the topic just 
that a Congress committee has 
study the matter and report upon it when the 
present Congress shall assemble next December in 

r session. 

mn the April number' of “Trust Companies,” a 
New York publication, one of our local bankers 
contributes his views upen this subject in an article 
under the title, “Efficient Government Currency 
System.” The views of C. E. Woodside, as partly 
condensed and partly quoted, are as follows: 

He approaches the topic from the viewpoint of a 
national bank currency, an expedient which he 
characterizes as “ridiculous.” The note issues of 
national banks pass as current as gold coin be- 
cause they are guaranteed by the governmenr. 
These notes pass after the bank of issue has failed 
beeause the Federal government stands behini 
It costs the government $10,000,000 a year 
in interest to maintain | this national bank issue. 
Here Ave find the first conclusion of this writer: 
“it could as well issue government gold notes with- 
cut interest.” 

There are outstanding in addition to silver cer- 
tifieates, gold certificates, $835,000,000; United 
States treasury notes, $850,000,000; national bank 
notes, $695,000,000; a total of paper money, exclu- 
sive of that secured by silver, of $1,880,000,000. To 

these issues, thé government holds, M<¢c. 
oodside tells us, more than $1,000,000,000 of 
gold. Then he comes back to the conclusion set 
forth above: “Let us have then only one kind of 
paper money .... United States notes, payable 
in gold on demand, protected by a 50 per cent. re- 
serve. Make such notes a legal equivalent of gold 
for all purposes with the, possible exception of the 
payment of duties on imports.”

SHOW PEOPLE INTERESTED. 

Judge Hervey yesterday overruled 
the demurrer of the defendant in the 
case of Willlam Eddy against the 
American Amusement Company in an 
action to recover $7900 on account of 
unpaid salary of the circus season of 
1907. The question is one of general 
interest to the fession, and the 
“White Rats” of New York, made up 
of show people, are keeping an eye on 
the Los Angeles litigation. 

The defendants in the action are 
really the owners of the Sells-Fioto 
circus. in December, 1906, signed 
a contract for the services of William 
Eddy and his family, acrobats, for the. 
season of 1907, but the contract was 
not carried out. On the part of the 


the | amusement company it was signed by 


Willie Selle, now deceased, then con- 
nected with the Selis-Floto show, and 
the compensation of the Eddy family 
of five performers was to be at the 


short |rate of $250 a week. 


When the season opened there was 
a @ispute as to whether the circus 
owners were lied to furnish 
special sleeping apartments for the 
Bddy quintette, and although the con- 
tract stated that requirement, the 
cwners refused to abide by it, and the 


A Bddys left the show. The plaintiff al- 


leges a violation of contract, and sues 
largely on the clause in the contract 
by which the Eddys “agreed not to 
work for any Other concern that year,” 
so that if they had trouble with the 
owners of the Selis-Filoto show they 
could not work for any other show that 
season. It is that point which makes 
the case of general interest to the show 
guild.

HELPING HAND. 


TRONG REACH 
FOR CHILDREN. 


WORK OF PROTECTIVE BODY 
BREAKS RECORD. 


Many Cases of Wrongs of the 
Gravest Nature Against the Little 
Ones Investigated in Which Cor- 
rective Measures Are Applied. 
Seeks Co-operation of the Public. 


The work of the Los Angeles Hu- 
mane Society for Children for the beste 
month has been the largest in the 
history of the organisation. The so- 
clety Was incorporated in 188%. For 
the past month eighty cases have 
been investigated involving more than 
18) children, requiring more than 400 
calls by the officers. Fifteen cases 


Juvenile Court nine cases were 
brought, six for the protection of chil- 
dren and three to restrain from 
wrongdoing. In the police and justice 
courts, four men were prosecuted for 
abusing little school girls, and two 
men were prosecuted for failure to 
provide for their young children. 

As an indication of the growth of 
the work of looking after and caring 
for neglected and children 
the record of the past two years 
shows more cases investigated and 
more children looked after, than in all 
the previous history of the society. 
With the increase in there is 
also shown an increase in efficiency 
in caring for children, greater stress 
being laid upon preventive work; 
fewer children are removed from the 
homes and placed in institutions, and 
more parents are being compelled to 
properly care for and support their 
own children. 

In the past year 695 separate cases 
were investigated, requiring 184 calls. 
This, with the work of looking after 
old cases, required 3390 calls by the 
two officers. In these cases 1012 chil- 
dren were involved. More than one- 
half, or 526 children were relieved; 246 
warnings were given, and in most 
cases, no further action was necessary. 
Fifty incorrigibies were placed on pro- 
bation at their homes and most of 
them have made good. Sixty-five 
boys and girls were p in private 
families; fifty-five were returned to 
their parents; twenty-three little chil- 
dren were placed in good homes for 
adoption; seventeen were sent to hos- 
pitals; seventy were taken through 
the Juvenile Court, and fifty-five were 
placed in public institutions. 

In the year 142 cases were prosecuted 
in the courts, the seventy 
in the Juvenile Court. any of these 
cases were for wrong of the gravest 
nature against young children; many 
were against fathers and husbands for 
failure to provide; some for cruelty 
and abuse, others for the violation of | 
the theater or child-labor laws. In al- 
most every case brought, the prosecu- 
tion was ul.

EATEN MEN 
BACK TO WORK. 


UNION LEADERS POSE AS THE 
PEACEMAKERS. 


Seeing That Defeat Was Certain 
Haywardites Say They Opposed a 
Strike from the Start 

Entirely Successful, Agitators Will 
Lose Jobs Very Soon. 


(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.’ 

GRASS VALLEY, May 27.—The 
atrike among the Amador miners is off, 
with the operators victorious all along 
the line. The end of the strike was 
brought about partiy by the influence 
of the union leaders, partly by the 
activity displayed by the companies 
in Alling the places of the strikers with 
other workmen. Representatives of 
the Western Federation of Miners 
arrived from Denyer and advised the 
calling off of the*¢strike, as no ques- 
tion of a reduction in wages or in- 
crease of working hours was involved. 
Tn fact it was generally conceded by 
the union leaders that the men had no 
justifiabie cause for inciting the trou- 
ble. A few restiegs agitators, bent on 
raising trouble, succeeded in influenc- 
ing a majority of the men, many of 
whow.are but slightly acquainted with 
the English language, but were un- 
able to hold them in line. 

While the operators are not saying 
much, it is knewn that moat of the 
ringleaders of the strike will soon be 
hunting jobs in more congeniai climes, 
as the local emplayers are thoroughly 
aroused by the uncalled-for actions of 
these self-styled leaders. Nearly all 
the non-union men have been ,ath- 
ered in by the union leaders, and as 
these are opposed to the strike, no 
further dicfiulty is anticipated. Some 
of the disgruntied spirits threaten to 
strike if the inciters of the recent 
‘trouble are discharged, but their mut- 
terings are given scant attention. 

The Bunker Hill, Fremont, Kennedy.

Gold and Silver Tests. 

SAN BERNARDINO, May 1.—I{To 
the Editor of The Times:] Appreciat- 
ing your “In the Earth” department 
and having read therein some enquir- 
ies with your replies, I am prompted to 
describe some iodine tests for gold and 
silver, results of considerable scientific 
research and experiment. Feeling, how- 
ever, that “there is nothing new under 
the sun” and that the same methods 
or principals may obtain in several 
prospectors’ outfits, of which I have 
heard, the general scheme for gold is 
as follows: (1) Treat the finely puiver- | 
ized ore for some hours (weighed if 
for quantitive test,) with sufficient io- 
dine solution to make a fluid pulp. The 
jodine solution is made by dissolving 
one ounce of ine ond two ounces of 
potassium iodide in a pint of water.

PICS OF 
THE STAGE. 


By Julian Johnson. 

Los Angeles audiences will become 
acquainted with the work of an in- 
teresting new figure in the playwrit- 
ing’ world this week. W. Somerset 
Maugham, who is the au of “Lady 
Frederick,” in which Ethel Barrymore 
is appearing, and “Jack Straw,” John 
Drew's vehicle of the year, is the dra- 
matic man of the hour in London, and, 
to a certain extent, is so in New 
York. 

Mr. Maugham is a witty, entertain- 
ing play-makef, a writer who turns 
out polished, graceful, epigramatic 
and satirist who deals lightly 


—— 


playwright, in the 
true meaning of the word, but he is 
decidediy clever. “Lady Frederick,” 
while it doesn't impress you as the 
work of a master-dramatist, is never- 
theless very keen comedy, 
without subtlety. 
Mr. Maugham was born in 1874 in 
Paris, where his father was solicitor 
Maugham received his early education 
in Paris, and later was sent to a 
school in Canterbury, after which he 
became a student in Heidelberg. He 
spent several years in the picturesque 
old German city, and then returned to 
England, where he studied medicine 
at St. Thomas's Hospital. 
Like Sir Arthur Conan Doyle, Mr. 
Maugham is a fuily qualified doctor, 
but uniike him, he did not discover 
his lUterary talent while waiting the 
coming of patients. When he took hie 
first degree, he let his profession rest 
at that. Just previously he had pub- 
lished his first novel, “Liga of Lam- 
beth.” It was @ succesa, For about 
six om seven years Mr. Maugham 
wrote novels only, and then, in 1903, 
came his first play, “A Man of 
Honor,” which was successful and 
marked him as a stage genius of 
he created 


running in London concurrently. 

His published works include “Liza 
of Lambeth,” 1887: “The Making of a 
Saint,”” 18968; “Orientations,” 1899: 
“The Hero,” 1801; “Mrs. ddock,”’

“I fully believe that manegive do 
read plays,” said Maugham recently, 
recounting his own first. experiences, 
“but getting one’s first work pro- 
duced is extremely difficult for ob- 
vious reasons. The risks are so enor-

mous that no manager will produce a 


play by an unknown writer, in Lon- 
don, if he can produce a new work 
from a playwright with an estab- 
lished reputation. It took me four 
years to get my first play put on. 

“Of course one’s first play is bound 
to be full of technical errors, but 
these one is able to correct to a very 
great degree from the ac- 
quired at, rehearsais. One a 

“From the technical point of view, 
I don’t believe I have much to ex- 
press. I havé never considered tech- 
nique, abstractly. A man can either 
write a play or he can't—and there's 
an end of it. 

“I also believe there’s an awful lot 
of nonsense about the ‘serious drama.’ 
A playwright’s and a missionary'’s 
appear to me to be quite separate 
callings, which should not be per- 
mitted to overlap. I can’t under- 
stand why a serious play should be 
held preéminently greater or more 
important than a humorous play—a 
comedy, for instance. Nor do I ad- 
mit for & moment that the former is 
any more difficult to write, or de- 
consideration peculiar to it- 


“I'm not quite sure that the theater 
is the proper place for profound ideas 
at all. At any rate, I am certain 
that it is mot the place to vent vast 
third-rate ideas or give morbid cur- 
rency to a hash of Nietzsche or a 
rachauffe of Schopenhauer. A play is 
quite an ephemeral thing. and writ- 
ers should be content to let it be so, 
and not be forever vaporing about 
masterpieces. A playwright is amply 
compensated if he is abje to amuse 
others. He contributes to his own 


amusement, and is handsomely re- 
munerated for enjoying himself. 
What more can he ask? [If he hap- 


pens to write a good play, so much 

the better. If the reverse—well, dis- 

aster is the offspring of dullness.”

CENTENARY. 


Various Celebrations Planned in Honor 
of Illustrious Composer—What 
World Owes to Him. 

Tt is a hundred years since Joseph 
HayiJn died. Celebrations of this in- 
cident in the history of music are set 
down for various places, and the de- 
parture of a remarkably chaste and 
simple spirit will be appropriately re- 
membered. Not the least significant 
fact connected with this matter is 
the close juxtaposition of the life of 
this pioneer of modern orchestral music 
with that of its greatest expanders. 
Haydn died in 1808. Wagner was born 
in 1813; Liszt was born in 1811; Berlios 
in 1803. Beethoven, who lived from 
1770 to 1827, was the massive connect- 
ing link between this father of modern 
orchestral music and its most splen- 
did exponents.

“During the progress of the trial I 
had an insignificant part in one of the 
most extraordinary scenes that ever 
occurred in American courtroom. 
Linecoin and n had argued with 
the prosecuting attorney about the ad- 
missibility of certain testimony. The 
court said he would take the matter 
under advisement, and ve his deci- 
sion immediately after dinner. The 
judge, when he began to speak, was 
rather ambiguous, but he suddenly 
became definite in his language, and 
we instantly understood that he meant 
to decide the point against us. 

“With the same impul@e, not having 
said a word to each other. Lincoln 
arid Logan sprang to their feet. Lin- 
coln was a large man in every way, 
notwithstanding his angular body. He 
looked terrible, as, with flashing eyes, 
he bent slightly forward as if he 
meant to leap for the throat of the 
now terrified judge. His speech 
boomed like thunder ahd his anger 
flamed through the ‘storm like light- 
ning.

LINCOLN AND DOUGLAS. 
“Did you have any personal rela- 
tions with Stephen A. Douglas?” 

“Il was speaker of the Legislature 
when Douglas returned to Illinvis to 
make patriotic addresses. Many men 
in the State were in’ sympathy with 
the South, and Douglas volunteered to 
arouse their sense of duty. I didn’t 
know what he meant to say, but I! 
accepted the risk and gave him tne 
best introduction of which I was ca- 
pable. He made such a tremendous 
speech for the Union that he aimost 
cracked the rafters. I saw him off 
to Chicago, whete he took cold and 
died. It was in Springfield that ie 
said there were but two parties in 
this country during times of war—- 
one party for the country and one 
against it. I also heard Lincoln say 
that the United State’ could not en- 
dure if it were half slave and half 
free. While I had no part in counsel- 
ing him, I heard some of his friends 
in Springfield pleading with him to 
omit that famous deciaration from hi« 
speech. I heard him reply that he 
would not omit it, that it needed to 
be said and that he would assume all 
responsibility.

I, sat by the side of Henry 
Smith Lane, one of Imfiana's repre- 
gentatives in the Senate.
